••The history of the art of clock and 
atch making is an interesting one, 
nd I often think how- few of the 
lany 
curious 
spectators and pur- 


jasers who stand daily around my 


windows understand any thing about 


The individual who gave utterance to 
le above expression of opinion was the 
roprietor of an old-established jew- 
Iry, watch and clock store in one of 
main thoroughfares of the city. 


"The invention of a clock driven by 
, weight is, by many, attributed to a 
amous Archdeacon of Verona in the 
ninth century," he continued, "and by 
others it is credited to Gerbert, after- 
ward Pope SylvesterII., who made the 
look of Magdeburg iu 996 when he 
was an Archbishop. 
My belief, how- 


;ver, is that the invention of this pre- 
ate can not be set down in the cate- 
gory of clocks, for it is described In a 
'ery old history of inventions—Beck- 
inaun's I believe—as a time-plec« 
which was set by looking at the pole 
star through a tube.' There is no 
doubt, however, that genui»e clocks 
lad been invented before the conv 
iiencement of the twelfth century. 
It 


nay seem strange, but it is neverthe- 
less true, that watch making is the 
outgrowth or offspring of the older bat 
ruder trade of blacksmithing. 


"Although there is no watch-makers' 


union in Chicago, or indeed any city 
in the United States that I have ever 
heard of, it is nevertheless a fact that 
away back in the reign of Henry VIII. 
of England there existed in London a 
watchmakers' union which was one of 
the most powerful and famous of the 
trade guilds of that city. 


"These ancient guilds originated, I 


believe, in the old Saxon law, which 
demanded sureties from every 'free- 
man' of the age of fourteen years for 
his good behavior. 
This custom, or 


law, 
which survived under Norman 


rule, compelled artisans and workmen 
of every description to combine into 
associations organized to meat expenses 
impose*! upon members for violation of 
the law. 
The guilds were divided into 


two branches or sections, one of which 
was denominated the ecclesiastical and 
the othor the mercantile. The ecclesi- 
astical guilds wore under the guidance 
and control of churchmen, and had for 
then1 principal object the advancement 
of religion and the cause of charity. 


"The mercantile branch contained 


all the trades associations, and had 
certain rules for the improvement of 
Llie particular craft to which the mem- 
bers belonged. 
Ancient though the 


watch-makers' guild is acknowledged 
to have been, there were many whose 
inception was many generations older. 
Among these may be mentioned that 
ot the weavers, which was the oldest 
trade guild in the world, its charter 
dating from the reign of Henry II. 
The skinners', bakers' and fishmongers' 
guilds were also much more ancient 
than that of the watch-makers'. Twen- 
ty years before the watch-makers were 
chartered, in 1641, they were incor- 
porated with the blacksmiths. 


"Although in the international exhi- 


bition held in Paris in 1878 the French 
and Swiss exhibits formed fully four- 
fifths of the many hundred specimens 
of workmanship in the watch-making 
Aopurtaitjut,

America Is rapidly coming to the front 
in the manufacture of mis as in all 
other articles. At that exhibition the 
other countries which entered the lists 
with France and Switzerland in the 
horologe department were England, 
Austria. Spain, 
Denmark, Belgium, 


Holland, Sweden, Italy, Kussia and the 
United States. 


"Among the many curiosities in clock 


manufacture sent in from Switzerland 
were a variety of watches which would 
run for one month after being wound. 
A clock was sent thore from Paris 
which was said to be able to go for 
hfty years, but this was totally eclipsed 
by a time-piece from Geneva in Switzer- 
land, which was solemnly guaranteed 
to be capable of running for a thousand 
years. There is no one alive at pres- 
ent able to say whether this latter as- 
surance has ever been carried into ef- 
fect, and life was too short to wait to 
see whether the 
iifty-year 
promise 


would be fulfilled. 
The Austrians had 


a pneumatic apparatus that would work 
rto/ens, hundreds and even thousands 
of clocks in all parts of the city at the 
same time. 


"Tbe French showed a watch that 


told the days of the week and the month 
and marked the changes of the moon. 
They also exhibited time-pieces that 
would sound an alarm by the discharge 
of a pistol or work out problems of 
latitude and longitude. 
Among the 


uurious pieces of handicraft turned out 
by these artists was an extraordinarily 
small watch which was exactly the size 
of a dime. This little article could 
itrike the hours and half-hours in a 
clear and 
distinct 
tone."—Chicago

Suites" and the motto, "God Save the 
Union." The hair stroke of the X 
forms the name of the owner, Edward 
Huntloy. Under the numerals XII and 
VI, carved on the dial in a style of 
wortmanship known as vermillion en- 
graving, are two more names. 


Mr. Raymond, the artist who painted 


the'dial, was engaged ten days, and 
was laid up for two weeks from partial 
loss of sight. It is said to be the only 
thing of the kind in the country, and 
competent judges pronounce it to be 
the best piece of workmanship^ they 
have ever seen.—Golden Days.

NKW OBI BASH, La., Jan. 3—Dispatches 


from many points in tho State show that 
tho Sunday law was vnry generally ob- 
served yoHtorday and that t.ie people ex- 
press great satisfaction at the result. 
In 


thii city 400 or 500 persons, mostly saloon- 
keepers, obtained an injunction from the 
Civil District Court, forbidding th« city 
or parochial authorities from interfering 
with thnm in conducting their respective 
lines of business us heretofore, uutil 
the constitutionality of the Sunday law 
if* finally passed upon by the courts. On 
the other hand, the offi cials charged wUh 
the duty of enforcing the criminal law as- 
serted l hat they would disregard the ac- 
tion of the Judge who granted the injunc- 
tion, and proceed to filing information 
apainst all who violated the Sunday law.

Crystal Block! for Summer Comlort— 


SOTUM at O. A. M»flit'» Twin HonMS. 


Saturday afternoon, with the mercury 


several degrees below zero, a BKPUBLIOUI 
reporter braved the frigid blasts and 
spent an hour at D, A. Maffit's huge ice 
houses, southeast of the city. Be it 
known that the Sangamou river is frozen 
over solid from bank to bank, and that 
the ioe this season is the finest and clear- 
est ever gathered—each block clear as 
crystal and 8 to 12 inches thick, all spark- 
ling in the bright sunlight as they were 
quickly drawn into the two large houses 
by an automatic arrangement nicely ad- 
justed and operated by horses and men. 


The work of harvesting ioe is an inter- 


esting sight, and as Mr. Maffit, who U 
now tbe veteran dealer, has reduced the 
operation to a science, he has the bulge 
on all competitors in the manner ot 
working and the amount he stores away 
for bia wholesale and retail trade that is 
yearly assuming huge proportions. Satur- 
day he had nearly 60 men at work on the 
river and in the houses, all so busy hand- 
ling the big chunks that they did'ut have 
time to get cold. Each morning, no mat- 
ter how low tbe temperature is, the men 
are at the river ready for work and they 
keep it up until 5 o'clock in the evening, 
putting away 400 tons of ice daily. Mr. 
Maffit, who is well-liked by his employes, 
pays the men good wages, and therefore 
the harvest moves along smoothly in 
every department. 


Saturday tbe field of ioe extended from 


the bend above the bridge to a point at 
tbe bend below the ioe houses, with no 
snow covering the crystal surface—all as 
smooth as glass. From the chutes aoroei 
the river and down the east Bide to the 
bend below, the ice had been out out the 
width of tbe chunks, and the force of 
men sawing and cutting below, by using 
prodding sticks, shoved the cakes up the 
river to the chutes, where they were oared 
for and carried into the houses 8 or 10 at 
a time. All of the ioe above and below 
will be gathered it the weather holds out 
chilly. Mr. Malfit will store away nearly 
10,000 tons before tbe season closes. 


Mr. Maffit haa been busily engaged for 


ten days, early and late, superintending 
tbe harvest in person. He extends a cor- 
dial invitation to all Deoatur people to 
visit the river this weak. He will take 
pleasure in showing all visitors how the 
harvest is done. The sight is well worth 
a visit. Drive down any time after 6 a.
